| Selling and Uttering Wine by Retail, as they ſhould agzee, by vertueof the laid Act and 

Dur Commiſsion of Agency: And yet notwithſtanding the ſaid Act, and Our Pꝛoclamation thereupon, all the 
ſaid Retailers of Wine remain ſtill unlicenced, whereby they are become lyable to the great Penalties and Foꝛ⸗ 
_ - feitures in the ſaid Act impoſed, which may bꝛing upon them much Damage, Loſs, and Moleſtation. Now there- 
foze, We out of Our Pzincely Gzace and Favoz, being moſt deſirous to keep ſuch Loſs and Damage from falling 
upon Our ſaid Loving Subjects, have thought fit by this Our Royal Pꝛoclamation, to will and require all and 
every Our ſaid Loving Subjects, Who are Retailers of My Mine oꝛ Wines within Our (aid Kingdom of England, 
Dominion of Wales, and Town and Poꝛt of. Berwick upon Twede, that they and every ot them, do appear and ad⸗ 
dꝛels themſelves unto Pur Truſty and Melbeloved Sit Maurice Berkley Knight and Baronet, Sir John Colleton 
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Given at Our Court az; zalal the Twenty ſeventh day of September, 166i, in the Thirteenth 
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Gel ſow the KING.
